[handwritten:] There were conventional message telephones which called the owner of the 
message telephone using a pager after receiving and recording an ICM, and the owner called his 
own message telephone, listened to the contents of the ICM and identified the caller, and called 
the caller back. This invention for a message telephone allows the caller's number to be stored 
when a call arrives in message mode, and the caller's number in the memory to be sent and 
displayed at the pager after the completion of the call.

Constitution 

When receiving a call in message telephone mode, the caller's number receiving and 
memory unit (3) receives and stores the caller's number which is sent from the sending side. The 
control unit for incoming transmissions (4), after detecting the completion of this call, calls a 
wireless calling exchange in order to call the pager The caller number sending unit (5) reads out 
this caller's number from the caller number receiving and memory unit (3), sends it to the 
wireless calling exchange, and has the caller number displayed at the pager. 



It is convenient and does not cost an extra call charge before the pager's owner can talk 
with the caller.

Claim* 

1. A message telephone which is equipped with a mode switching unit that switches 
between the general telephone mode and the message telephone mode, characterized by being 
equipped with: a caller number receiving and memory unit, which receives and stores the caller 
number which has been sent from the sending side when receiving a call at the aforementioned 
message telephone mode; a control unit for incoming transmissions which calls a wireless calling 
exchange in order to call the pager after detecting the completion of the aforementioned call; and 
a caller number sending unit which reads out this caller number from the aforementioned caller 
number receiving and memory unit and sends it to the aforementioned wireless calling exchange
